School Biigd TInaJflfts 

The Board of education 1 17, Antioch Township High School, 
has tentatively set Aug. 30 as the date for public hearings on the 
proposed budget for the coming year. 

The. date Is a significant one for residents of the area as it 
. gives them i jari opportunity for a first-hand accounting of how the 
major portion of their tax dollars will be spent. 

Local' taxpayers are somewhat more fortunate .than their col- 
leagues of many other districts/ The board. operated in: the black 
last year with indications pointing to another "good year." 

This isn't a common occurrence in these times of burgeoning 
school populations and expenses. It is an achievement which 
speaks well. of the board. 

Adding on appeal for' residents' to take a mare active part in 
school activities and planning is Dwight Ingram, recently elected 
president of the Lake County Civic League. Ingram said: 

"The time to study school operating costs is right now. L When 
budgets are announced in September it is too late to do anything 
about it." 

"There is no mystery about school finances," he said. "You 
do not need to be a public accountant or a tax expert. . Any good 
citizen can analyze his school district's budget fairly . . . Just in- 
-form yourself abo^t these things: judge the quality of the teach- 
ing; learn if the classes are too big; look around to see if the 
school plant is used efficiently; are there too many luxury sub- 
jects, such as art, music, dancing, etc. Look into bond interest 
costs to see if. they are in line with sound business practice. 

"The right suggestion at the right time frequently leads to 
substantial tax money savings," he concluded.

Traffic Safety Drive 

In its effort to curb automobile 
accidents, the Chicago Motor Club 
will honor two Illinois high school 
students for essays on traffic saf- 
ety. The two to be honored are 
Nancy Jacquat, Pontlac Township 
High School, and Larry Harris, 
Joliet Township High School. They 
were presented with plaques at 
the Illinois Editors' Safety Seminar 
in Springfield recently. Robert 
F. Greenaway, Seminar president, 
made the presentation. 

Miss Jacquat wrote on the re- 
grets of a driver involved in a per- 
sonal injury accident. She wrote in 
part about a victim and a driver: 

"Never again would she be able 
to walk or even open her eyes. She 
was completely paralyzed. 

"My speeding had ruined her life. 
But she is no less fortunate than I. 
My sleep is restless. Concentration 
is Impossible. Speed has ruined my 
life with the mental torture of re- 
gret. 

"I was at the wheel." 

Larry Harris wrote, in part: 

"Probably no word of caution has 
less effect on the average person 
than a reminder th.tt he should ex- 
ercise caution behind the wheel of 
an automobile. This is the price 
paid for endless repetition. Yet 
when any of us see an accident that 
has Involved injury or loss of life, 
we are Immediately sobered and 
become extremely cautious in our 
driving. After a few miles, how* 
ever, the incident has been shoved 
to the back of our minds and we 
are thinking of something else. One 
important thing does not usually 
occur to us as the impression is be- 
ing forgotten — If we had caused or 
had been involved In an accident, 



we could never forget it. Anyone 
who causes injury to another with 
an automobile feels guilty for a 
long, long time." 

The two high school Journalists 
were honored for producing the 
best traffic safety articles to appear 
In a high school publication last 
year. Entries were Judged by Dr. 
Leslie A. Holmes, president of 
Northern Illinois University; Dr. 
Donald A. Grubb, director of NIU*3 
School of Journalism; and Greena- 
way.

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Set Regulations 
For Fox^ Lake; 
Urge Compliance 

Regulations designed to protect 
the' interests of fishermen, boaters, 
skiiers, and swimmers in Stanton 
Bay of Fox Lake were determined 
by State Boating Sections officials 
of the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation after a public meeting In 
the Fox Lake City Hall recently. 
William T. Lodge, director of the 
Department- of Conservation, an- 
nounced today. 

"The provisions governing the use 
of Stanton Bay. will be strictly en- 
forced," Lodge said. 

—A "no wake" area, encompass- 
ing practically all of the bay as 
marked a few weeks ago, will be in 
forced to benefit anglers during 
the main fishing season, from the 
first Tuesday following Labor Day 
until Memorial Day. 
■ 2— Beginning on Memorial Day 
the buoys will be shifted ..so that 
approximately a 300 foot wide strip 
will be retained for. fishing along 
the west shore of Stanton Bay to 
about the southwest corner. 

3 — Another 300. foot wide strip 
on the east shore will start adjacent 
.to Ray's Resort, north of the Fox 
Lake Hills swimming beach, and 
run south along that shore to the 
southwest section of the bay, then 
run west along the south shore and 
taper out to about a 100 foot wide 
strip near the southwest harbor 
entrances. 

Lodge said that the major part 
of the center of the bay would be 
open to boating, and skiing from 
Memorial Day through Labor Day. 

Adding a word of caution, Lodge 
said, "Skiing in the shallow water 
of this bay is not recommended by 
the Conservation Department, inas- 
much as the bay averages only 
about three feet in depth; and all 
authorities and associations per- 
taining to the sport recommend a 
minimum of five feet of water for 
such activities." . 

Lodge said that he hoped every- 
one would cooperate to insure the 
fullest enjoyment- of Stanton Bay 
for all interests.
